oully powred vpon all his creatures, and that of his infinmite,andbn# 
(peakable goodnes, without any mannes deſerte. And in remem= 
bzaunce hereof, to render vnto him, moſte hygh and hartie thantzes 
with p2aiers and lupplicacions,foz thereliefofal our dayly neceſſities. 
And becaule theſe be the chief and pꝛincipall wozkes, wherein man 
is commaunded to wozlſhip God, and do p2operly pertaine vuto the 
firlt table:therfoze as theſe wooꝛkes are both moſte commonly, and 
alſo may well be called Gods ſeruice, ſo the tymes appoincted ſpe⸗ 
cially foz theſame, axe called holy dayes.Not fozthe matter and nature;
